THAT BEER INSPECTION BILL, . 

As has been announced in the Post-Dts- 
PATCH the beer inspection bill has passed 
the House gnd isnow !n the Senate, where 
itschamplions also expect to pass it. ‘he 
bill provides only for the inspection of beer 
brewed in the State, and this fact Is used as 
an argument against it. Outside breweries 
ship and sell large quantities of their 
products in Missouri, and the claim is made 
that the passage of the inspection bill will 
work a hardship to State enterprises and 
give the outsiders an advantage. The bill, if 
passed, will materially swell the funds for 
the purposes of building roads and high- 
ways. The full text orthe billis as follows: 


Sec. 1. Thereshall be appointed by the Gov- 
ernor, witbia ninety days after the passage of this 
act, an inspector of beer and malt products, who 
shall serve for a term of four years and until his suc- 
cessor is duly appointed and qualified. He shall be 
an expert beer brewer and a citizen of the Duited 
States and of this State for more than two yeafs next 
prior to his appointment. Heshail give a bond in 
the sum of $25,000, to be approved by the Governor, 
for the faithful performance of his duties. 

fee. 2. said inspector shall appoint such deputies, 
withthe approval of the Governor, as may be re- 
quired to carry out the provisions of this act, not to 
exceed fourin number. Said deputies shall receive 
for their sertices the sum of $1,500 per annum, and 
said inspector shall receive the sum of $3,000 per 
annum—all salaries and expenses to be paid out of 
the fees collected for the inspection of beer and malt 
liquors under the provisions of this act. 

Sec. 3. Every person, persons or corporation who 
shall erect or keep a brewery forthe brewing or 
manufacture of beeror other :ralt products within 
this State, for the purpose of offering the same for 
sale. shall cause the same to be inspected by the 
said State Inspector. 

3 No person, persons orcerporation engeged 
in the brewing or manufacture of beer or other malt 
liquor shali use any substance, material or chemical, 
in the manufacture or brewing of beer or other mait 
liquor, other than pure hops or the pure extract of 
hops, or of pure barley malt or wholesome yeast. 

Sec. 5. The inspector appointed under this act 
shall provide himself with an office, and shall record 
in books kept for the purpose the names and places 
of business of all persons engaged in the manufact- 
ure and brewing of beer and malt liquors. He shall 
keep a record of all beer or malt Mquors maeufact-

Judge Fisher said that 
as the assets of the assigned 
firm amounted to $140,000 -the entire 
amount deposited with the Superintendent 
of Insurance by the Trust company was not 
double that of the assets Of thts one firm, and 
the probabilities were that the Trust 
company was already on bonds for five times 
thatamount.. He thought that the Court 
should exercise its own discretion in approv- 
ing bonds in cases of this kind, 

Mr. Bell claimed that under the law of 1891, 
creating these trust companies, the court 
was bound to accept a company on its own 
bond exceptin cases Where the court of its 
own motion appointed it to act as trustee or 
otherwise. 

Mr. Bell said that Mr. Breck Jones, the 
Secretary of the trust company, was in 
court and could show that it had $700,000 or 
$300,000 in available funds. s 

The court, however, refused to accept the 
company on its own bond until he had con- 
sidered the matter, a2Dd accordingly laid -it 
over until 2 o’clocx. 

At 20’clock Judge Fisher said he had ex- 
amined the statute and concluded that it was 
discretionary with the court whether to re@ 
quire a bond. He would therefore exact a 
bond unless the trust company could show 
him that it was perfectly solvent.

RAGE FOR SPOILS. 
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Washington Besieged by the Army of 
the Hungry. 


POLITICIANS WHO KNOW WHAT THEY 
WANT ASKING FOR IT. 


Senator Hill Is Satisfied With Glad- 
stone’s Pcsiton on ths Standard of 
Money—Kansas and Minnssota Legis- 
lating Against Gold Preferences—In- 
diana’s Legisiaturs Adjourns. 


WASHINGTON, March 7.—The steady tramp, 
tramp of the office-seeker sounded through 
the White House all day. There was prac- 
tically no cessation in the line of people who 
ascended the stairway leading to the Presi- 
dent’s room and nearly all who came saw 
Mr. Cleveland. They found him in 
a jovial humor and hei cracked 
jokes with old acquaintances whom 
he had not seen since his departure from 
Washington four years ago. While a large 
number of those who saw the President are 
candidates for office, few of them attempted 
to press their claims, and Congressmen with 
long Hsts of constituents who are willing to 
work for Uncle Sam were discreet enough 
not to ask for favors, but to simply pay their 
respects. 

The members of the Supreme Court, with 
the exception of Chief Justice Fuller and 
Justice Harlan, came early in accordance 
with custom, 

Congressman Meredith of Virginia came 
with a delegation of friends; Congressman 
Henderson of North Carolina was on similar 
duty. Congressman Bland of Missouri lett 
his hobby of free silver outside the door 
when he went into Mr. Cleveland’s room. 
Congressman Holman of Indiana, ‘‘the 
watchdog of the treasury,’’ cracked his joke 
with the President. 

Ex -Congressman Rogers of Arkansas, who 
was mentioned as a candidate for the attor- 
ney-generalship in Mr. Cleveland’s Cabinet, 
came, so he said, to renew his acquaintance. 
He was not after office, said Mr. Rogers, 
and ifthe lightning were to strike him he 
would be the most surprised man in the 
world. 

Other callers were Congressmen Heard 
and Mansur of Missouri, Bryan of Nebraska, 
Martin and Bynum of Indiana, Compton of 
Maryland, Oates of Alabama and Warner of 
New York. 

The great bulk of the visitors were Demo- 
crats, of course, but there were a number of 
Republicans in the throng, among them Sen- 
ator Mitchell with a party of gentleman from 
Oregon; Senator Manderson with several 
ladies and gentlemen from Nebraska, and 
Congressman ©’Neilb and Dalzell of Massa- 
chusetts, Another caller was Charles H. J. 
Taylor of Kansas City, Mo., ex-Minister to 
Liberia, who is afterthe scalp of ex-Senator 
Bruce of Mississipi, the Recorder of Deeds for 
the District of Columbia. 

Congressman Rockwell, Senator Hill’s great 
friend, wasalso numbered among the elect 
who were admitted to the President’s room. 

Mr. Cleveland was so busy receiving callers 
in his office that he did not go down-stairs to 
see the hundreds of people who were waiting 
for him in the east room. The room became 
so crowded and the crowd outside wait- 
ing admittance was so great that the east 
room was cleared and a line formed so that a 
person might pass inand out and thus have 
an opportunity of seeing the apartments. 
Fully 5,000 people went to the White House. 


FAILED OF CONFIRMATION. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 7.—There were 
thirty-six nominations sent to the Senate 
by President Harrison during the last ses- 
sion that failed of confirmation. Of this 
number one was rejected, that John V. L. 
Findlay of Maryland to be arbitrator for the 
United States on the OChilian Claims Commis- 
sion. The nameof G. M. Lambertson was 
submitted by the President, but no action 
was taken on it by the Senate. 

The most important nomination not sanc- 
tioned by the Senate was that of Benton Han- 
chett of Michigan to be United States Circuit 
Judge forthe Sixth Judicial District, to suc- 
ceed Judge Jackson, who wasconfirmed as 
Associate Justice of the United States Su 
preme Court. 

Three army nominations, all for desirable 
positions, failed for lack of action. One was 
that of Lieut. John A, Dapray to be Paymas- 
ter, with the rank of Major. The promotion 
of Vol, Elwell Otis to be Brigrdier-General in 
place of Gen. Carr, who was forced to retire, 
also fell through through the antagonism of 
Gen. Carr’s friends, who objected to his re- 
tirement.

BURNED AT SEA. 


She Had Seventy People on Board, and 
Sailed From Liverpool on Feb. 1l— 
Arrival of faliors at New York Who 
Were Saved From Stranded Vessels— 
Ocean Perils. 


New YORK, March 7.—**Now twelve days 
overdue and not a trace of her whereabouts’’ 
is the only news to be obtained at the office 
of the White Star Line of the missing freight- 
er Naronic. Several of the ships that have 
been delayed on their passage, and from 
whose Officers it was hoped some tidings of 


the Naronic might be#flearned, are now 
in port. But their people have 
not seen or heard of the missing ship. 

The Naronic left Liverpool at 6:30 o’clock 
on the morning of Feb. 11 with 4,000 tons of 
general cargo, valued at hundreds of thous- 
ands of dollars. The vessel is worth $500,000. 
She had seventy people on board when she 
sailed for this port and those of their rela- 
tives and friends who are on this side are 
almost in despair.

Cook 
Frank Nunes and fSeamen Carlson and 
Everson. The boat made two attempts to 
reach Honolulu. She was out the 
first time nine days and the 
crew suffered great hardships from exposure 
and lack of food, It was with great difficulty 
that the captain prevented the mate from 
killing and eating the cabin boy. On the 
ninth day the boat drifted near the wreck 
again. Asupply of food was taken aboard, 
and the boat again started for Honoluiu, 
reaching that port after seventeen days more 
of terrible suffering. Another boat which 
set out on Doth expeditions with the cap- 
tain’s boat has not yet been heardfrom. it

Her sheath- 
ing is double, with compartments for water 
ballast, and sheis fitted forevery improve- 
ment tocarry cattle. She was especially de- 
signed for that trade, and has more advan- 
tages for that spectal line of freight than any 
other vessel afloat. Her two decks will ac- 
commodate 1,050 head. 

On the last trip of the Naronic her speed 
average was 11.04 knots an bour and she 
made the journey of 3,015 miles in 10 days 22 
hours and 32 minutes. September last she 
crossed the ocean at the rate of 12.07 knots an 
hour. On her first trip to this side she 
crossed in 9 days 4 hours and 21 minutes, the 
fastest maiden tripever made for the dis- 
tance by afreight boat. On her trial trip 
she averaged better than 13 Knots. 

One theory advanced to-day is that the 
vessel caught fire and burned after having 
her machinery disabledand drifting far out 
of the track of trans-Atlantic steamers.

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ENGLAND has learned much from Ameri- 
cain the political line and sentiment in 
that country is more than ever in favor of 
taking up our ideas and adapting them to 
British conditions. While they are about 
it they could with profit learn something 
from us about good manners in politics. 
The hissing of Mr. Gladstone by a mob of 
young Conservatives and the encounter be- 
tween two members of Parliament have 
few parallels in our history. But the two 
incidents show that Democracy does not 
contain all or the most of the ruffianism in 
the world. 


THE NATIONAL HEALTH 


President Cleveland touched upon a gen- 
eral failing of the Americans, and one that 
is a source of danger, when he said in his 
inaugural address: ‘‘It cannot be doubted 
that our stupendous achievements as a 
people and our country’s robust strength 
have given rise to a heedlessness of those 
laws governing our national health, which 
we can no more evade than human life can 
escape the laws of God and nature.’’ 

The bulwark of custom which obstructs 
all change in Europe is not much more in- 
penetrable than the wall of indifference 
which confronts reform movements in the 
United States. This inert indifference to 
abuses, wrongs, dangers in politics is one 
of the first and strongest impressions 
made upon keen observers who look 
beneath the surface of American life. It 
has a two-fold cause—a sense of free polit- 
ical power to act when necessary and a 
strong faith in the strength and high des- 
tiny of the nation. What we have done 
and what we feel we can do are regarded 
as sufficient proof of security and suffi- 
cient grounds for unvarying progress. 
There is no more common and potent an- 
swer to warnings of danger than refer- 
ences to past achievements, present appar- 
ent prosperity andthe vast resources of 
the country. 

Our very strength therefore is in a cer- 
tain sense a weakness and a source of 
danger in that it makes us slow to heed 
the beginning and the growth of evils. 
The shoe must pinch before we note its 
faults and the pains must be felt before we 
regard disease. Our politics are full of 
examples of the results of popular indiffer- 
ence to abuses. 

One of the best elements of Mr. Oleve- 
land’s service as a public man has been his 
persistence in calling attention to the ne- 
cessity of guarding against evil tenden- 
cies and of clinging to sound principle and 
practice regardless of apparent prosperity. 
The best service that any American can 
render to his people is to endeavor to 
arouse and keep alive an intelligent appre- 
ciation of the drift of politics, a fear of bad 
beginnings and that constant vigilance 
which is the only safeguard of national 
health. * 


NO CHEAP TELEPHONES. 


Although the main patent held by the 
Bell Telephone Co, expires next May it is 
by no means certain that the monopoly 
will be broken. By a shrewd manipula- 
tion of the Patent Office the privileges 
which the company has enjoyed for seven- 
teen years are likely to be renewed. Should 
this happen, and there seems to be no help 
for it, we must suffer extortion for another 
term of fourteen years. 

In June, 1877, Emil Berliner made appli- 
cation fora patent on what was known as 
the make-and-break circuit for telephones. 
The principle has since been shown to be 
impracticable, but the Bell company pur- 
suing its usual policy bought the inven- 
tor’s right. Then followed a curious 
transformation in the specifications of the 
Berliner device. The papers were changed 
little by little as years went by, care being 
taken to postpone the issue of the patent 
by litigation instituted by the Bell people 
against themselvés. Atthe end of four- 
teen years the litigation was dropped and 
the patent was granted, but it was dis- 
covered that the device as described in the 
final specifications differed in every respect 
from the original Berliner model, which, 
by the way, had mysteriously disappeared 
from the Patent Office. Theso-called Ber- 
liner instrument is essentially the same as 
that now used by the Bell company and as 
the patent does not expire until 1908, it 
will be seen thata very neat but discredit- 
able game has been played upon the 
people. 

Although proceedings have been insti- 
tuted to annul this patent there is little 
hope that they will come to a head for sey- 
eral years. The case isat the foot of the 
Supreme Court docket and the Bell com- 
pany knows howto keep it there. The 
same tactics which were employed with so 
much success to postpone the hearing of 
the suit relating to the basic patent now 


in use until six months after its expiration | 
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direction in his proposed amendment to 
the Constitution altering the closing date 
of the term of the President, Vice-Presi- 
dent and members of Congress to April 30. 
Instead of making the date later than at 
present it should be made much earlier. 

All the lessons of experience suggest the 
reduction of the time between the election 
and the entering into office of a new ad- 
ministration. It should be reduced to the 
lowest period of time compatible with the 
proper winding up of the business of the 
outgoing administration. We should then 
be spared the spectacle we have witnessed 
for the past three months ofa discredited 
President and Congress merely dallying 
with public business to kill the time be- 
tween the election and the inauguration 
and standing in the way of the officials 
chosen by the people to carry out their 
will. Weshould be spared the sight of a 
President attempting to fill the offices 
with representatives of his party when 
that party has been defeated at the polls. 
We should be spared the effort of an ad- 
ministration to carry out policies in direct 
opposition to the will of the people. 

Several months of the working terms of 
the late President and Congress were prac- 
tically lost because they were conscious 
that they did not represent the people 
and could not properly inaugurate and 
carry through any policy of importance. 
That part of their work outside of the 
routine which was not a farce was an 
offense tothe people. The sensible plan 
would be to have the change in national 
administrations take place on the ist of 
January following the election, as in most 
of the States. The principles and policies 
indorsed by the people would then be put 
into prompt execution. 
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PERHAPS it would be well to consider 
the petition of the women for the privi- 
lege of serving on the school boards. 
Women are in closer touch with the 
schools than men and have as a rule 
warmer interest in them. In this city 
particularly the efforts of the men to regu- 
late school affairs have generally failed 
and to take the women into 
partnership could not well __——irre- 
sult in worse and might bring 
better conditions. In many cities women 
school directors have been tried with emi- 
nent success. There are some features of 
school management in which their services 
are of great value, andin which it is rea- 
sonable to expect better work from them 
than from men. The experiment of per- 
mitting them to vote in school elections 
has been tried with success in places where 
there was an earnest and widespread de- 
mand for the privilege among the women 
themselves. 
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JUDGE EDMUNDS has again demonstrated 
his usefulness on the criminal bench by 
calling the attention of the Grand-jury to 
violations of the primary and general elec- 
tion laws. This 1s a wise and needful 
step. The indifference of the authorities 
to their violation has brought these laws 
into contempt and political workers have 
the notion they may be disregarded with 
impunity. Thorough investigation into 
the conduct of the primaries and elections 
with a rigid enforcement of the laws con- 
cerning them would be of incalculable 
benefit to thepeople. It wouldafford a 
better basis for nearly all other desirable 
reforms in the public service. 
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THE determination of the President not 
to call an extra session of Congress is no 
doubt dictated by practical considerations, 
but it is unfortunate that the political sit- 
uation is such that the reform work cannot 
be immediately entered upon. The injec- 
tion of the silver question so complicates 
conditions that in the judgment of the 
President and his advisers any real pro- 
gressive legislation would probably be im- 
possible during the summer months and 
might cause dissensions fatal to party in- 
tegrity. Nodoubt noone is more disap- 
pointed than Mr. Cleveland himself. 
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Tue few remaining friends of the Columbi- 
an stamp,s may point to the fact that a man 
has been arrested for stealing some of them. 
If they areas unwieldy as they have been 
represented to be, itis hard to believe that 
any one would attempt tocarry them away. 
Possibly, however, their size betrayed the 
man who has been arrested.

It would not do for all of usto be rich. But 
it would most certainly do for each human 
to be supplied with steady work at such 
wages that want ana destitution would 


never be felt. It would do to have suchan 
industrial system that capital would beat 
the call of labor instead of vice versa. I take 
issue with the statement that we need more 
workmen in every department. We need 
more work and better wages for those al- 
ready inthe field, Think of a widow work- 
ing sixteen hours per day and then not earn- 
ing enough to buy fuel and food for her little 
ones. Think, as you read the words penned 
by her dying hand: 

*‘Tam dying of destitution. My children 
are starving, husband dead, ceaseless toil 
that takes all my strength, and that fora 
mere sustenance of life. It has blighted 
every hope ofthe future. O. sister, is God 
dead? Has humanity left the earth? This 
life is too long for the misery that Is in it. 
Why am I kept alive with my joy blotted out? 
Why these sinless ones doomed to this linger- 
ing death? Sixteen hoursadayto get suffi- 
cient to barely keep this miserable life. I 
die of want.’’ 

This sewing woman’s agonized cry, pub- 
lished months ago in the Sentinel, is Dut one 
of the millions. Notilong ago acolored girl 
came to me begging, ‘‘a half loaf of bread 
and some milk fora sick white woman that 
is starving.’’ My mother and I hurriedly 
collected such things as were avalilable. 
Then she mustere courage enough to 
say that the i sufferer was a social 
outcast. Poorchild! She had told that to 
others, whom the words had turned back and 
feared that we, too, would refuse. We found 
a most pitiable case, MissS. wasthrown on 
her own resources. Finally she came to this 
city to work. Long intervals of idieness, 
broken by short riods of work and low 
wages—at last, sickness, desperation, pros- 
titution. To escape this she accepted the 
protection ofa soldier, who deserted her 
when she became bedfast. 

We sawto her comfort until the news was 
conveyed toa kinsman, who took her home, 
Miss S.’s delirious cry was: ‘‘If I could only 
have hadachance! Ifl1could only have got- 
ten work!’’ 

When the coffin closed over my own little 
one recently the only comfortin my bitter 
affiiction was that in death my boy would 
never lie starving beside a dying woman be- 
cause a false industrial system had refused 
work to his mother. 

Look at the bright side; but don’t forget 
the darg. The bright side of it all is that 
there isaremedy. Join hands and let us ap- 
ply it. Give work to the willing—yes, des- 
perate—workers. Tax idie land so highly 
that its owner can not afford to hold it 
vacant. Give labor a chance to putittoa 
profitable use and the problem Is solved.

A SURPRISING SHOW OF LIBERAL UN- 
IONIST STRENGTH CARRIES THE DAY. 


An Enthusiastic Welcome Preparing in 
the Commons for the Victor—Miss Mo- 
Clelian’s Double Marriage Panama 
Seorstsa Disclosed by Documents Dis- 
covered. 


Lonpon, March 7.—The election held yes- 
terday at Grimsby to filithe seat in Parlia- 
ment made vacant bythe resignation of H. 
Josse, Liberal, resulted in a victory for the 
Unionists and the less of a seat for the Lib- 
erals. Edward Heneag, Liberal Unionist, 
was elected by 4,427 votes to 8,463 votes for 
Henry Broadhurst, Liberal. The ejection 
was one of the hardest fought since the gen- 
eral elections and the opponents of Irish 
home rule are delighted with their triumph. 
H. Josse, Liberal, was elected in July last by 
a vote of 4,201 to 3.565 for Mr. Heneag, Liberal 
Unionist. Mr. Josse, who is one of the 
largest coal merchants in England, had 
to restgn wholly for business reasons and 
both parties at once prepared for the earnest 
struggie and put up the two men they con- 
sidered strongest. The Liberals are not only 
greatly disappointed by the defeat, but still 
more are surprised at the size of Mr. Hen- 
eag’s majority. Mr. Heneag, the new mem- 
ber, represented Grimsby as a Liberal, and 
was a member of the Cabinet and OCgancellor 
of the Duchy of Lancaster before Mr. Glad- 
stone introduced his Irish home rule bill of 
1886. Mr. Heneag resigned the Ohancelior- 
ship of the Duchy the very day after Mr. 
Gladstone had explained his home rule meas- 
ure, and was re-elected to Parliament as a 
Liberal Unionist, being defeated, as before 
stated, in the late general elections. Mr. 
Heneag is regarded as a strong accession to 
the ranks of the Unionists in the House of 
Commons, and the Tories and Liberal Union- 
ists are preparing to give him an enthusi- 
astic welcome. 


MISS M’CLELLAN’S DOUBLE MARRIAGE. 

Paris, March 7.—The civil marriage of Miss 
May McClellan, daughter of the late Gen, 
George B. McClellan, and Paul Desprez, at- 
tache to the French legation at Washington, 
took place atthe Mairie of the Seventh Ar- 
ron dissement, in the Rue de Grenelle,jyester- 
day. The religious marriage was celebrated 
in the oratory of the Nunciature to-day. The 
witnesses for M. Desprez were M. Nisard of 
the ministry of foreign affairs and M. Bon- 
nieres, his uncle; for Miss McClellan the 
United Statates Ministerand Gen. Batchellor, 
ex-United States Minister to Portugal.

THEY KILLED HIS WIFE, 


A BANTO DOMINGO REVOLUTIONIST ESCAPES 
MURDEROUS SOLDIERS. 


KINGSTON, Jamaica, March 7.—Dr. Theick, 
who has just arrived here from Santo 
Domingo, escaped assassination there by 
leaping from a rear window of his house and 
hiding in the shrubbery, after his wife and 
servants had been killed by soldiers. A few 
days ago President Heureaux discovered 
what he announced was a conspiracy against 
him, with which many leaders of the Domin.- 
icon capital were alleged to be connected. 
President Heureaux ordered that all the 


leaders of the conspiracy be arrested and 
shot. Soldiers were sent to surround the 
residences of all thesuspected. Dr. Theick’s 
house was one of the first visited. When the 
soldiers appeared he knew they meant 
death to himselfand he hastened prepara- 
tlons to escape. 

The soldiers opened fire and riddled Mrs. 
Theick and the servants with bullets. The 
doctor leaped from a window and. made his 
way to Cape Hayti, and ‘trom there sailed to 
Kingston, reaching here in safety. His own 
departure was so hurried that he did not 
learn the fate of the other men whom Heur- 
eaux had sentenced to death. 

The ang A brought by Dr. Thetck is that 
President Heureaux has been uneasy ever 
since the discovery of Marchenas, plot to

WILSON BARRETT IN CLAUDIAN. 


A Strong Play Exceliently Handled at the 
Grand Cp-ra-House. 


Last night Wilson Barrett appeared at the 
Grand Opera-house in the character of 
Claudian. Mr. Barrett when in this city two 
years ago made a host of friends, and from 
the reception he received last night 
it is evident that he will very 


largely increase the list. The plot of **Clau- 
dian’’ isastrongone. Ittellsthestory ofa 
ruthless, brutal nobleman, accustomed to 
trample down all who come in his way, who 
is cursed by a hermit whom he has murdered 
inorderto obtain possession of a girl who 
had fied from him. He is given eternal youth, 
but every person whom he tries to aid ts 
doomed to destruction. As soon as the curse 
is pronounced Claudian’s nature changes. 
He becomes kindly and tender hearted, and 
is continually endeavoring to aid the unfor- 
tunate, but the inevitable result is that 
their griefs and misfortunes are 
increased, Finally be falls in 
love with Almida, and his affection is re- 
turned, but an earthquake destroys his pal- 
ace and ailin it, and leaves him alone. The 
spirit of the hermit then appears and offers 
him the boon of death. He is about to ac- 
cept it joyfully when Almida appears with 
her love for him undiminished. He hesitates 
a moment, but then welcomes ceath as a re- 
lease.

In the character of Claudian Mr. Barrett 
shows to great advantage, and proves him- 
selfto be a true artist. The contrast be- 
tween the tyrannical, heartless noble, and 
the man who longed to aid all with whom he 
came in contact, but whose efforts only in- 
creased the evil, was most strongly drawn. 
In the last character Mr. Barrett showed to 
even better advantage than in the first. 
The agonies that he suffered, worse than 
the tortures of theWandering Jew, whose foot. 
Steps were foliowed by the cholera,were most 
vividly depicted. The most salient charac- 
teristic of Mr. Barrett’s acting is its manll- 
ness. He is_ essentially yirtle in al) his 
methods, whith does not prevent him from 
playing the loverina most refined and ex- 
quisitely tender manner. The supporting 
company is strong and singularly even, the 
minor characters beingas well handled as 
the leading parts. Miss Maud Elmore 
was a sweet and attractive, if nota very 
spirited Almida. As Serena the siave girl 
Miss Gwendoline Floyd depicted pathos 
and despair most excellently, and 
Austin Melford was a good Clement. 
As Thariogolus, Tetrarch of Charydos, 
Franklyn McLeay was very strong indeed, 
and the singing of Miss Annie Ducre in the 
character of Edessa was one of the most at- 
tractivefcatures of the performance. The 
piay was staged and costumedin the excel- 
lent manner for which Mr. Barrett is famous.

Mention cf Treasurer Stephens’

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 7.—The name of 
Lon V. Stephens, State Treasurer of Missouri, 
is being frequently mentioned by the Eastern 
press and the Missouri, Arkansas and Texas 
politicians in connection with the position of 
Comptroller of the Currency.
